IMPROVE SERYICE AT ONCE

Patten Promises New Sched-

ules at Early Date.

No Decrease Shown In Patron-
age, It Is Beported.

Topekans paid 6 cents to get to work
this morning. They boarded the street
cars and dropped a nickel and penny
In the box without the least change In
the pleasant look on their faces. The
era of high, street car fare here was
ushered in without comment and with-
out interruption of service or lessen-
ing of traffic. Conductors are using
less pennies in making change than
was expected, and the sale of the strips
of five tickets for 30 cents far exceeds
the expectation of the company of-
ficials.

The revision of schedules has not
yet taken place. Howard ratten,
superintendent, said today that this
matter would be taken up immediately
and discussed with the public utilities
commission and a system agreed upon.
This action will be taken at once. In
order that the public may receive the
benefit of the better service almost
simultaneously with the Increase in
fare.

Will Repair Cars.
As soon as .the new schedule has

been worked out and agreed upon It
will be put into effect, some cars over-
hauled and flat wheels removed. In
the meantime the present service will
be continued and the extra service
during the rush hours morning and
evening will be maintained.

In spite of the mutterings heard be-
fore the decision of the utilities com-
mission was handed down, Topeka re-
signed herself to her fate this morn-
ing and paid the extra cent without
protest. So far as could be learned,
not one passenger refused to pay or
quarreled with the conductor about it.

Did Kicking on Street.
The kicking was confined mostly to

the kicking of heels on the sidewalks
by the few who walked tn w-r- k rather
than pay the advanced fare. But these
were very few and there was no no-
ticeable decrease in the usual number
of passengers on any line.

"Most of the passengers." Patten
said, "had their exact fare ready and
this helped immensely. Beside, a ma-
jority of them bought strips of tick
ets and this greatly cut down the need
for pennies. Everything started out
lovely for the first day. There were
no complaints that I know of."

The already high costs the newspa-
pers are confronting is boosted by a
quarter of a cent a pound raise in the
postage rates which goes into effect to-
day. Heretofore this rate was half a
cent a pound but in future it will cost
three-fourt- h of a cent, making a
heavy additional expense In a year's
time to newspapers of large circula-
tion.

Big Saving to Many.
The saving which will be effected by

business concerns on the new reduced
letter rate will amount to many thou-
sands of dollars in Topeka. In other
words, it means a saving of 25 per cent
on letters and 50 per cent on post-
cards, and to companies which send
out thousands of circular letters every
day this saving will be a big thing in
ine course or a year.

Trip Over Kansas

Little Wheat Lost Because of
Being Down, He Says.

CORN ALSO IS LOOKING GOOD

Kent O. Mitchell of Chicago
Says Kansas Is Great.

Looks Better Than Other West-
ern States, He Asserts.

C. B. Merriam, who has Just re-

turned from a 600-mil- e trip over the
Kansas wheat belt, declared today
that the harvest is progressing with
great rapidity, and that 9 9 per cent of
the wheat has already been cut, or
is In the process of being cut at the
present time.

Merriam is very enthusiastic over
the prospects In the state this year
because wheat is not the only crop
which is making the farmer smile
this summer. Corn never looked bet-
ter. Hay and oats are ' doing fine.
This Is the banner year for the Kan-
sas farmer, he says, and the state
faces an era of prosperity greater
than ever before. It is a well known
fact that when the Kansas crops are
good, nearly everyone else also pros-
pers. Good crops and general pros-
perity go hand in hand in the Sun-
flower state.

Uttle Wheat Down.
"We have been worrying unneces-

sarily about the wheat beinp down. '

said Merriam. "and I found that thereport is without real foundation.
Some of the wheat is down. It is true,
but nearly all of this can be mowed
and cut with practicaly no loss. At
Abilene I found fields which the own-
ers bad expected to produce fifteen
bushels to the acre, and find them
f tting twenty-thre- e bushels. At Win-
chester I visited field after field which
is netting the farmers forty bushels.

"On my entire trip T did not see a
field of nats down. The hay is won-
derful. The pasturage today Is look-
ing as well as it did the first day in
April. This is an important item to
be considered.

Thirty Miles of Wheat.
"Tn driving from Beloit to Mankato.

a distance of thirty-tw- miles, we
pas-e- n nexween iieios oi goioen wneat
thirty miles of that trip. And It all
looked fine. In a few fields, the
wheat was down In a few patches,
but all of it Is being saved."

With Merriam on his trip was Kent
O. Mitchell. of Chicago. general
manager of the farm mortgage depart- -

company.
"I have visited several western

states in the last two weeks" said
Mitchell, "but Kansas looked the best
from every standpoint. While Kansas
is essentially a wheat producing state.
I saw the best corn in the country in
some of the central counties. Colo-
rado, on the other hand. Is suffering
from a lack of moisture, and the heat
is unbearable. Many districts of east-
ern Colorado are literally 'burning
up." "
